Biographical  Sketch  of  Bernard 
Gilpin. 

Among  the.  many  illustrious  names  which 
ndoi’'e(l  the  annals  of  the  Church  in  Britain 
during  the  sixteenth  century,  that  of  Bernard 
ftilpin  stands  pre-eminent — a  man,  whose 
zeal  in  the  cause  of  pure  and  undefiled  re¬ 
ligion  was  so  fervent — and  whose  public 
labors  for  the  spread  of.  the  Gospel  were  so 
Incessant,  extensive,  and  successful,  as  to 
have  procured  him  the  distinguished  appella¬ 
tion  of  the  Jlpotttlf,  of  the  North,  while  his 
character  exhibited  such  a  bright  display  of 
every  quality  we  are  accustomed  to  esteem  in 
man,  and  venerate  in  the  Christian — his  life 
was  such  a  beautiful  portrait  of  the  minister 
inculcating  faith,  and  the  Christian  bringing 
forth  the  fruits  of  it  in  the  world,  that  it  de- 
.8erves  to  be  made  familiar  to  the  mind  of 
every  reader,  as  an  epistle  to  be  known  and 
read  of  all  men.  This  venemble  person  was 
horn  in  Westmoreland,  of  a  family  of  rank, 
established  for  centuries  in  that  county,  and 
disiinguishfd  for  their  services  both  in  peace 
and  war — in  the  year  1517,  so  remarkable  for 
the  birth  of  the  Reformation  in  Germany. 
After  receiving  the  elementary  principles  of 
education  at  a  provincial  school,  he  wms,  on 
hi8  parents  discovering  his  strong  predilection 
lor  retirement  and  study,  removed  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Oxford,  in  order  to  prepare  himself 
tor  enler'mfT  tho  a..i _ .  _ t.u 


to  engage  in  a  public  controversy  with  Martyr, 

I  it  was  less  in  the  character  of  a  partizan, 

I  than  of  one  who  was  desirous  of  discovering 
on  which  side  the  truth  lay.  No  sooner  was 
his  determination  known,  than  the  curiosity 
of  the  public  was  wound  up  to  the  highest 
pitch — the  friends  of  both  parties  made  tha 
nroat  asstdvosw  and  extensive  preparations, 

1  and  long  before  the  hour  of  meeting,  the  great 
j  hall  of  the  College  was  crowded  by  an  I 
I  immense  throng  of  people,  divided  in  senti-  I 
j  ment,  and  each  confident  of  the  success  of 
his  cause,  from  the  powers  of  the  respective 
champions.  It  was  a  deeply  interesting  and 
solemn  meeting.  Martyr  began  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  day,  by  stating  at  length  the 
opinions  of  the  Reformers  on  the  various 
points  of  Christian  doctrine  and  duty — and 
by  showing  that  the  prevailing  notions  on 

■  these  subjects  were  destitute  alike  of  support  ■ 
frwn  Scripture  and  the  writings  of  the  Fathers. 
Gilpin  listened  with  the  most  profound  atten¬ 
tion  to  his  long  4ind  learned  discourse  ;  and 

I  when  at  length  it  came  to  bis  own  turn  to 
take  part  in  the  debate,  he  rose  with  the  ! 
I  utmost  solemnity,  and  in  the  midst  of  an 

■  assembly,  who  waited  in  breathless  expecta¬ 
tion,  to  hear  him  enter  on  an  indignant  and 
overwhelming  refutation  of  bis  adversary,  he 
declared  himself  so  struck  with  the  force  of 

i  Martyr’s  reasoning,  and  w’ilh  a  comparison  of 
j  the  weakness  of  his  own  arguments  with 
those  of  the  Reformer,  that  he  had  nothing  to  ' 
reply,  and  abruptly  gave  up  the  contest,  by  ! 
declaring  his  resolution  never  again  to  engaee 
in  the  controversy,  till  he  had  obtained  all  the 
information  of  which  he  was  desirous,  and  i 
well  sifted  the  arguments  on  both  sides  of  the 
question.  Such  an  honorable  acknowledg¬ 
ment  betokened  a  mind  that  was  a  sincere 
;  1  lover  of  truth — and  Peter  Martyr,  contrasting 
it  with  the  conduct  of  the  rest  of  his  oppo- 
I  nents,  remarked,  “  That  they  were  such  hot- 
>  headed  zealots,  he  had  no  great  concern  about 
them  ;  but  Mr.  Gilpin  was  so  upright,  and 
’  discovered  such  sincerity  in  his  words  and 
actions,  that  it  grieved  him  to  the  heart  to  see 
him  continue  in  the  darkness  of  prejudice  and 
'  error;  and  he  fervently  prayed  to  (vod,  that 
he  would  open  the  mind  of  that  honest  priest 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth.”  The  prayer 
was  not  ineflectual.  Gilpin  was  so  impressed 
with  the  result  of  this  controversy,  that  he 
1  determined  not  to  lose  a  day  till  he  had  enter¬ 
ed  on  a  rigid  and  impartial  inquiry  into  the 

1  authorities  and  proois  by  which  the  two 
systems  of  opinion  were  supported.  By  daily 
searching  the  Scriptures,  and  fervent  solicita¬ 
tions  for  direction  from  the  Father  of  Lights, 
he  soon  gained  such  an  insight  of  the  truth, 
that  he  threw  himself  into  the  ranks  of  the 

J  Reformers — and  from  that  moment  bis  life, 

^  with  all  his  powers  of  body  and  soul,  became 
j  a  constant  living  sacrifice  to  the  cause  and  the 

2  glory  of  God. 

Passing  over  several  years,  in  the  course  of 
J  which  he  was  appointed  preacher  to  the 

3  Court — spoke  with  the  most  intrepid  spirit

The  corruption  of  the  church  makes  the 
godly  shed  tears  of  three  kinds ;  tears  of 
interest,  teaTs  of  zeal,  and  tears  of  charity. 

Tears  of  self-interest.  How  amiable  would 
life,  how  delightful  would  society,  how  united 
would  the  church  be,  iT  men  would  but  sub¬ 
mit  to  the  laws  of  Jesus  Christ !  We  should 
forgive  each  other’s  faults,  we  should  give 
each  other  mutual  assistance  under  the  in¬ 
firmities  inseparable  from  nature  ;  we  should 
know  nothing  of  schisms,  dislikes,  and  jealous¬ 
ies  ;  the  great  would  be  affable,  and  the  poor 
would  bi*  humble  ;  contracts  would  be  faithful, 
and  friendships  constant ;  and  we  should  only 
end  these  happy  days  to  enter  into  everhsti*^^ 
felicity.

Evening  Schools  are  netted  again  for 
many  over  sixteen.  Thoae  ipened  within 
the  last  few  months  in  this  iricinily,  have, 
with  one  or  two  exceptions,  excluded  boys 
under  that  age.

Marriage. 

Considerable  interest  was  excited  during 
the  last  session  of  the  British  Parliament  re¬ 
specting  the  law  of  marriage.  Some  years 
ago,  a  bill  was  passed  in  which  marriage  with 
the  sister  of  a  deceased  wife  was  prohibited. 
During  that  lime  it  has  proved  that  very  se¬ 
rious  evils  have  arisen  from  the  prohibition. 
In  the  families  of  the  poor  it  often  proves  that 
the  only  housekeeper  a  widower  can  have 
is  his  sister-in-law,  whose  services  are  equally 
necessary  to  him  and  to  his  children.  In  such 
cases  unions  have  tooofien  been  formed,  where 
the  law  denied  marriage.  In  other  circles, 
where  principle  was  higher,  parties  have  felt 
aggrieved  at  being  withheld  from  forming  that 
connexion  which  to  them  seemed  most  natu¬ 
ral.  These  two  causes  led  to  a  considerable 
agitation  of  the  question,  and  at  length  a  bill 
was  brought  before  Parliament  to  repeal  the 
prohibition  now  existing.

The  death  of  this  honored  and  beloved 

Thursday,  Feb.  28th,  will  be  felt  deeply  by 
the  whole  Church,  of 'which  he  has  been  for 
80  many  years  one  of  the  most  faithful  min¬ 
isters,  and  one  of  the  brightest  examples  of 
Christian  zeal,  integrity,  and  fervent  love. 
May  it  please  God,  that  the  solemn  lesson, 
taught  by  his  removal  to  a  belter  ivorld,  may 
be  attended  with  precious  fruits,  alike  to 
those  to  w  hom  he  was  especially  dear,  and 
to  the  thousands  who  have  looked  up  to  him 
with  reverence,  as  one  of  the  most  zealous 
and  honored  messengers  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ. 

Mr.  Bickersleth  was  born  March  19,  1786, 
so  that  he  had  nearly  completed  bis  sixty- 
fourth  year  at  the  hour  of  his  de^th.  His 
native  place  was  Kirby  Lonsdale,  in  West¬ 
moreland,  and  he  received  his  education  at 
the  Grammar-school  of  that  town.  At  an 
early  age,  however,  he  was  sent  to  London, 
to  enter  on  the  duties  of  active  life,  and  after 
a  few  years  in  the  Post  office,  was  articled  to 
solicitors  in  tow’n,  intending  to  pursue  the 
profession  of  the  law.  It  was  about  this  time, 
W’e  believe,  that  his  first  deep  impressions  of 
Divine  truth  were  gained,  and  principally 
through  the  parting  sermons  of  that  honored 
martyr  of  Christ,  Henry  Martyn,  before  he 
left  England  never  to  return.  From  that 
time  he  began  a  course  of  consistent,  earnest 
piety.  His  path  might  truly  be  said  to  be  as 
the  shining  light,  which  shineth  more  and 
more  unto  the  perfect  day.  He  removed  to 
Norwich,  where  he  began  to  practice  as  a 
solicitor,  but  his  heart  was  more  and  more  given 
to  the  cause  of  Ch'rist.  Those  blessed  insti- 
lutions,  the  Church  Missionary  Society,  and 
the  Bible  Society,  which  had  then  been  found¬ 
ed  only  a  very  few  years,  engaged  much  of 
his  thoughts  and  prayers.  It  was  his  advo- 
cacy  of  the  latter,  at  this  time,  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Norwich  Auxiliary,  which  led  him,  at 
the  request  of  his  friend,  the  late  Mr.  Gurney, 
of  Earlhara,  to  prepare  the  first  of  his  publish¬ 
ed  works,  7*he  Scripture  Help,  which  God 
has  since  honored  with  so  wide  a  circulation,  | 
and  made  a  channel  of  blessing  to  thousands 
in  every  part  of  the  earth.  In  1812,  at  the 
age  of  twenty-six,  he  married  the  eldest 
daughter  of  Mr.  T.  Bignold,  of  the  same  city,* 
with  whom  he  continued,  in  a  union  of  deep 
and  unbroken  love,  for  thirty-eight  years,  till  I 
the  hour  of  his  death.  Three  years  after¬ 
wards,  his  own  growing  desire  to  serve 
Christ  in  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel,  concur¬ 
red  with  the  wish  of  his  dear  friend,  Mr. 
Pratt,  to  enCTge  him  in  the  service  of  the 
Missionary  Society,  and  led  him  to  seek  ordi¬ 
nation  from  Bishop  Bathurst.  In  Dec.,  1816, 
he  was  ordained  successively  deacon  and 
priest ;  preached  his  first  sermon  at  St.  Gre¬ 
gory’s’,  Norwich,  in  the  same  month,  and  a 
few  days  after  set  out  for  VV’est  Africa,  on  a 
special  Mission  from  the  Committee  of  the 
Church  Missionary  Society,  to  oversee  the 
Missions  there,  and  report  on  their  condition. 
His  little  Memoir  of  Simeon  Wilhelm,  pub¬ 
lished  rather,  later,  was  one  fruit  of  his  jour¬ 
ney,  which  gave  a  fresh  stimulus  to  the  cause 
of  Missions,  both  in  that  colony  and  in  the 
Church  at  home.  Soon  alter  his  return,  in 
1816,  he  was  app'tinted  joint  Secretary  of  the 
Society,  along  with  Mr.  Pratt,  and  became 
also  his  assistant  at  Wheler  Chapel,  both  of 
which  posts  he  continued  to  fill  till  the  year 
18JW,  when  he  was  presented,  by  Mr.  Abel 
Smith,  to  the  living  of  Watton,  five  miles 
from  Hertford.  During  this  interval  he  was 
constantly  busied  in  the  work  of  Mis- 
sons,  and  to  his  exertions,  along  with 
those  of  bis  honored  friend,  Mr.  Pratt, 
the  great  extension  of  the  Society,  and  the 
^read  of  a  missionary  spirit  in  the  Church  6f 
England  are  very  mainly  due.  Several  of 
his  practical  works,  which  have  been  eminent¬ 
ly  blessed  to  the  good  of  many  souls,  were 
written  during  the  same  period.  His  Trea¬ 
tise  on  Prayer,  first  published  in  Nov.,  1819 
hM  since  passed  through  fifteen  or  sixteen 
editions,  and  was  followed  by  the  Treatise 
on  the  Lord's  Supper  and  the  Christian 
Hearer.  After  his  removal  to  Watton,  be¬ 
sides  fulfilling  the  duties  of  his  own  parish, 
he  continued  to  spend  much  lime  in  laboring 
in  the  cause  of  Missions.  But  his  labors 
were  by  no  means  confined  to  this  one  cause, 
however  dear  to  his  heart.  His  thoughts 
having  been  drawn  strongly  to  the  prophecies 
of  Scripture,  he  was  Jed  to  take  a  deeper 
interest  than  before  in  the  Jews’  Society,  and

11  appears  from  a  letter  published  by  a  Trac- 
larian  contemporary,  that  the  question  between 
the  pretended  Bishop  of  A^rdeen  and  the 
Rev.  Sir  William  Dunbar  is  not  finally  dis¬ 
posed  of,  although  the  Bishop’s  appeal  to  the 
House  of  Lords  has  been  abandoned  as  hope¬ 
less.  It  appears  that  Dr.  Skinner  is  obliged 
to  admit  the  jurisdiction  of  the  civil  courts, 
and  unable  to  shelter  himself  under  the 
assumption  of  an  unrecognised  episcopal  au¬ 
thority.  But  the  question  of  damages  for 
defamation  of  character,  by  Dr.  Skinner’s 
pretending  to  excommunicate  a  clergyman  of 
the  Church  of  England,  still  remains  to  be 
tried,  and  no  damages  have  yet^ been  awarded. 
To  this  extent  we  acknowledge  the  superior 
accuracy  ol  Dr.  Skinner’s  agent,  and  he  is 
welcome  to  make  the  most  of  it,  if  it  be  a  con¬ 
solation  to  himself  and  Dr.  Skinner  under 
their  second  annoying  defeat.  The  cause  will 
now  go  to  a  jury,  and  the  question  of  damages 
is  one  which  it  seems  is  still  undetermined. 
The  Scotch  Courts  decided  that  it  was  a  fit 
case  to  go  to  a  Jury.  The  Bishop  appealed 


in  such  close  connection  with  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  public  affairs  and  every  object  of  pub¬ 
lic  utility,  necessarily  turned  the  minds  of  its 
votaries  to  those  sciences  connected  with 
political  economy,  and#he  wise  administra¬ 
tion  of  government.  Men  on  the  contrary, 
who  in  their  own  country,  lived  under  the 
continual  influence  of  a  foreign  authority, 
who  saw  a  foreign  but  powerful  clergy,  both 
regular  and  secular,  in  the  enjoyment  of  their 
most  beautiful  domainst  draining  from  them 
the  tithes,  the  hard-earned  product  of  agricul¬ 
tural  labor,  were  discouraged  from  all  vigor¬ 
ous  exertions,  and  lacked  that  interest  they 
would  otherwise  have  felt  in  the  improvement 
of  their  natal  soil.  At  the  same  time,  the 
memhera  of  that  same  clergy,  were  their  pas¬ 
tors,  their  instructors,  the  depositories  of  all 
the  knowledge,  and  the  moulders  of  all  the 
minds  of  the  community,  occupied  with  the 
external  practices  of  religion,  and  hound  to 
maintain  all  the  claims  of  the  Church ;  these 
were  almost  the  only  topics  upoti  which  they 
;«oiTUCi«;ii  people.  A  supine  indolence, 
and  a  profound  ignorance  upon  all  subjects 
most  dear  to  man  in  his  social  state,  were  the 
necessary  result.  Agriculture  and  every 
branch  of  rural  economy,  sunk  into  a  stale  of 
deplorable  degradation.  Such  is  yet  nearly 
the  condition  of  the  most  beautiful  provinces 
of  Naples,  Rome,  Spain  and  Portugal,  where 
misery,  fanaticism,  immorality,  and  all  the 
kindred  vices  which  naturally  spring  up 
amongst  peopTe  in  such  circumstances,  were 
deeply  engendered.  The  state  necessarily 
remained  feeble  and  ill-governed. 

On  the  contrary,  what  activity,  what  per¬ 
fection  in  rural  economy  and  management 
strikes  the  observation  of  the  beholder, 
amidst  the  cold  and  inhospitable  fields  of  Scot¬ 
land  ;  in  Great  Britain  and  in  Holland  ! —

The  Season  of  Lent- 
This  week  closes  the  solemn  period  wisely 
appointed  in  our  Calendar  for  the  refresh¬ 
ment  of  the  soul  of  the  Christian,  by  closer 
communion  with  God.  And  this,  the  last 
week,  is  full  of  observances  and  memorials 
I  which  should  draw  the  thoughts  and  atten¬ 
tion  of  Christian  men  away  from  earth  and 
its  petty  cares,  and  lalse  pleasures,  to  that 
Kingdom  into  which  Christ  hath  purchased 
our  entrance  as  joint  heirs  with  Him.  The 
Institution  of  the  Supper,  the  betrayal  by 
Judas,  the  Garden  of  Gethsemane,  the  .Muck 
Trial,  the  Crucifixion,  the  Resurrection — such 
are  among  the  themes  which  are  offered  to 
the  believer,  in  the  lessons  of  Scripture,  the 
prayers  of  the  Church,  the  Sermons  and 
Homilies  which  belong  to  the  week  in  which 
we  commemorate  the  death  and  passion  of 
our  Saviour.  They  are  not  merely  subjects 
for  the  eloquence  of  the  preacher,  or  for  the 
critical  ear  of  the  hearer.  But  their  awful

Wise  men  are  accustomed  to  trace  in  such 
language  pretty  sure  indications  nut  only  of 
a  wrong  temper,  but  of  a  bad  cause.

I'o  Lent  should  follow  a  scene  of  solemn 
joy.

Let  not  license,  thoughtless 
and  vain,  follow  upon  fasting  and  prayer. 
We  do  not,  by  self-denial  in  Lent,  purchase 
immunity  in  ihe  pleasures  of  sin  when  Lent 
j  ceases.  Nor  should  the  commemorative 
periods  of  the  church  absorb  all  our  devotion, 
and  leave  the  days  and  weeks  intervening, 
open  to  folly.  The  Christian  should  carry 
his  “  joy  w  ith  trembling”  through  the 
whole  term  of  his  life — never  suffering  the 
mark  of  the  prize  of  the  high  calling  to  be 
'  absent  from  his  thoughts  and  hopes — never 
I  permitting  the  reflection,  “  Thou  God  seest 
me,”  to  be  forgotten  from  his  mind.  By  a 
suitable  improvement  of  the  Christian  memori¬ 
als,  and  duly  observing  the  “  way-marks,”  we 
pass  through  the  race  that  is  set  before  us 
with  patience,  and  affliction  ;  without  un¬ 
due  elation  in  prosperity,  and  with  conficlence 
in  the  Captain  of  our  Salvation  always.

Episcopal  High  School  of  Virginia. 

At  Howard,  near  Alexandria,  Va. 

This  important  Institution,  now  well  estab¬ 
lished,  is  a  diocesan  school,  founded  and  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  Church  in  Virginia,  the  Bishops 
(Meade  and  Johns)  presiding  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  It  has  attained  a  high  reputation 
most  deservedly,  on  the  score  of  instruction 
and  discipline.  There  are  several  particulars 
by  which  it  is  distinguished. 

1.  Already  mentioned, ms/ruc/ion  a/iJ  i/is- 
ripline.  'I'he  principal.  Rev.  E.  A.  Dalrymple, 
a  presbyter  of  the  diocese,  a  thoroughly  disci¬ 
plined  scholar,  has,  by  singular  energy  and  ac¬ 
tivity  in  the  administration  of  the  school,  given 
it  a  strongly  marked  character.  The  instruc¬ 
tion  is  distinguished  by  being  accurate  and 
thorough.  In  this  respect  the  school  is  re¬ 
markable,  as  has  been  proved  in  the  public 
examinations.  Every  step  is  made  sure. — 
Those  who  have  attended  lo  the  process  of 
education,  know  the  incalculable  importance 
of  accuracy  and  of  a  thorough  groundwork 
at  the  outset.  I  know  no  school  in  which 
more  pains  in  this  grounding  of  pupils  are 
taken,  (and  successfully  taken)  than  in  this 
Institution.  There  is  no  going  over  ground  | 
without  deep  and  thorough  exploration.  Tbe 
active  mind  and  cordial  earnestness  of  the 
Principal  in  hi.s  work,  infuse  into  the  school, 
a  spirit  of  application  and  study,  which  makes 
advaticemeni  sure  and  rapid. 

2.  The  school  is  under  direct  and  constant 
religious  influence.  This  is  secured  by  the 
daily  devotions,  and  by  special  means  in  the 
form  of  Bible-reading,  Sunday-school  instruc¬ 
tion  and  counsel.  On  Sundays  all  attend 
public  worship  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Theolo¬ 
gical  Seminary  of  the  diocese,  al  the  distance 
of  one  eighth  of  a  mile.  The  discipline  of  the 
school,  which  is  well  defined  and  exact,  and 
which  is  administered  w  ith  vipor  and  watch¬ 
fulness,  not  only  furthers  the  business  of 
study  and  insiruciiun,  but  preserves  the 
youth,  (as  far  ns  any  such  means  can  pre¬ 
serve  them)  from  dangers  to  their  morals.  In 
reference  to  this  point,  the  location  of  the  In- 
sliiuiion  is  a  happy  one.  It  is  in  the  midst  of 
a  tract  of  100  acres  of  land,  which  belongs  lo

He  represents  in  true  colors 
the  state  of  things  in  Cincinnati,  respecting  the 
Episcopal  Church;  shows  the  urgent  demand  that 
the  present  attempt  should  be  successful ;  its 
great  importance,  and  the  sad  con^uences  which 
would  result  from  a  failure.  It  is  raid  that  the 
ground  alone  ”  requires  an  outlay  that  would  erect 
three  good  churches  in  our  third-rate  towns.” 
But  we  cannot  persuade  ourselves  to  believe  that 
Cincinnatians  will  allow  an  enterprise  of  so  much 
importance  to  be  abandoned  from  a  want  of  public 
spirit  or  sufficient  zeal  in  the  test  of  causes.

The  Only  Son* 

Soon  after  the  Rev.  Pliny  Fisk,  and  Rev. 
Levi  Parsons,  left  their  mountain  homes  in 
Western  Massachusetts,  near  thd  cIom  of 
1819,  as  the  first  American  missionaries  to 
Palestine,  their  young  friend,  Jonas  King, 
from  the  same  neighborhood,  was  elected  pro¬ 
fessor  in  Amherst  College,  and  proceeded  to 
Paris  to  pursue  the  study  of  Arabic  with  lbs 
celebrated  De  Sacy.  He  there  became  fa¬ 
miliar  with  an  American  gentleman,  then  at 
ihs  head  of  one  of  the  first  commercial  houses 
in  Paris,  to  whose  care  his  correspondence 
was  addressed. 

In  February,  1822,  the  lamented  Parsons 
died,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Fisk  without  delay  ad- 

dreaaed  a.  kKter  to  K'W- 

he  would  meet  him  at  Malta,  and  in  the 

place  of  Parsons,  accompany  him  as  a  mis¬ 
sionary  to  Palestine ;  and  fearing  ^lay^bj^ 

Missions,  he  in  the  same  enclosure  requested 
Mr.  King’s  mercantile  friend  not  only  to 
second  his  invitation,  but  if  possible  to  raise 
the  sum  of  $1,500,  requisite  for  his  support 
for  three  years. 

Mr.  King,  on  receiving  the  letter  in  the 
merchant’s  counting  loom,  exclaimed - 
“This  is  from  my  old  friend  Fisk;  I  beg 
leave  to  retire  to  your  private  office  and 
read  it.” 

Oppressed  with  the  weight  of  the  propo¬ 
sition  it  contained,  he  spent  an  hour  in  prayer 
fordivine  direction;  and  hoping  to  gain  further 
light  as  to  the  path  of  duly  from  the  tndica- 
lion.s  of  Providence,  sought  the  merchant  in 
advice.
